in School and Worrihlo 
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is Lord of the conscience.” Free conscience de¬ 
mands free speech, freedom of writing and self- 
government. 

But there were other fundamental elements in 
Protestantism that required political democracy. 
A corollary of freedom of conscience under God 
is individual responsibility to God and to one’s 
fellow-men. Freedom requires responsibility for 
its preservation even as responsibility requires 
freedom for its exercise. Freedom is self-govern¬ 
ment and self-government presupposes adequate 
internally administered controls. 

A second by-product of freedom of conscience is 
the dignity bestowed on man, not only as a crea¬ 
ture and a potential child of God, and not only as 
the bearer of a God-given soul with an eternal 
destiny, but as a being who is intended to enter 
directly into the presence of God and to commune 
with Him. Protestant principle attaches an in¬ 
finite worth to the humblest individual. 

With these doctrines in the forefront of Protes¬ 
tant utterance, it is not surprising to find an 
American historian writing that “The New Eng¬ 
land clergy had been preaching for generations 
the doctrines which after 1765 became the tenets 
of colonial patriotism” (Miller, Origins of the 
American Revolution ). 

Some time after the conclusion of the struggle 
for independence and looking to the future, 
Thomas Jefferson asked the rhetorical question 
“Can the liberties of a nation be thought secure 
when we have removed their only firm basis, a 
conviction in the minds of the people that these 
liberties are the gift of God?” 

Nor was it only in the United States that Prot¬ 
estantism exercised this influence. A glance at 
the map of the world will show that the only stable 
democracies in the western world are those which 
had marked Protestant nurture. Protestantism 
has been the pioneer in self-government because 
it is religious self-government and because it 
transmits to the individual and to society not only 
the moral and ethical values which it shares with 
other forms of Christianity, but also uniquely the 
concept of responsibility in freedom. 

Tyranny may be established very quickly. When 
men lack freedom or the experience of it, any 
change in tyrannies has its appeal, especially if 
the wooing tyranny presents itself with “honeyed 
words.” 

Democracy is long in building. It requires deep 
foundations. We may paraphrase Jefferson’s 
question by asking: “Can a nation attain secure 
liberty unless' there is developed within me the 
firm conviction that liberty is the gift and the will 
of God?” History answers that one! 

Therefore self-government throughout the world 
awaits the laying of Christian foundations. It 
awaits the training of enough men and women to 
personal responsibility under God. 

International order awaits the laying of Chris¬ 
tian foundations. Cooperation among tyrannies or 
dictatorships is a house built on sand. If all na¬ 


tions were governed by the will of the people there 
would be peace—for the people long for peace. 
There will be no enduring peace until Christian 
foundations have been laid. That is the task of 
the mission movement. 

We must lay the foundations of self-government 
abroad and we must eternally seek to strengthen 
them at home. Armed with love and truth we 
must, to our utmost, contest for the soul of man 
against the forces of hate and falsehood. The 
hope of the world depends upon the diligence with 
which we, in our day, serve this task.

Knowing the WiH of God 

Kirby Page 

T HE robustness of our faith measures God’s opportunity to 
give guidance. Without readiness to act there cannot be con¬ 
tinuing reception of God’s disclosure. Without confidence there 
cannot be sustained action. The degree to which we trust God de¬ 
termines the extent to which we follow his directions. , 

To doubt the practicability for us under present conditions of 
God’s way as revealed in our Lord, is to reduce the possibility of dis¬ 
covering God’s will, because the conviction that it "won’t work” 
here and now reduces zeal and perseverance. 

Doing is necessary to knowing, however. Jesus once said: "If 
any one is willing to do his will, he shall know about the teaching.” 
The sequence is inexorable: knowing, doing, trusting, fuller knowl¬ 
edge, more effective action, more complete faith, 

How can we know the will of God? Desire to do God’s Will must 
be nurtured and disciplined until it becomes dominant, until we are 
able to say, "Nevertheless,” This requires the practice of the presence 
of God so that he is increasingly real and we become more and more 
at home in the invisible world of the spirit. We must saturate our¬ 
selves with the mind and spirit of Jesus and faithfully walk in his 
way. 

A humble and contrite heart must be maintained before God. We 

must make confession and receive forgiveness. High desire must be 
strengthened through gratitude and thanksgiving. We must draw 
heavily upon the resources of solitude and silence, and replenish our 
spiritual reservoirs through fellowship with intimates and through 
worship in the sanctuary. We must continue growing by partaking 
of ample spiritual nourishment 

And as God becomes increasingly real, we must trust him more 
completely. The just shall indeed live by faith. 


is the miracle of the new life. 
It is a gift. 

The early Christians had 
something. Their neighbors 
could see it, though they could 
do no better in naming it than 
to say that “they had been with 
Jesus.” The transformation of 
their lives was apparent. There 
was a certain joyous, gaiety of 
spirit about these folk. They 
were Spirit-filled; they bubbled 
over; they exuded hope and joy 
and enthusiasm. They believed 
what they said and said what 
they believed. They were glow¬ 
ing Christians; they were vi¬ 
brantly alive. Some of them 
said: “Did not our hearts burn 
within us on the way?” Wesley 
testified to the same experience. 
“My heart was strangely 
warmed,” he said. 

Real Christianity is contagi¬ 
ous! Kagawa caught it from his 
Sunday-school teacher. So did 
Moody. Who will catch it from 
you? The most effective witness¬ 
ing is rooted in Christian en¬ 
thusiasm, in the contagious 
qualities of our lives. 

A second method is contact . 
The gospel is not given without 
a contact, without a Christ- 
filled life touching another per¬ 
son. Many people come to our 
churches. Our teaching and 
preaching ministry, by those 
who know the living Christ, 
must continue, for there are 
many who only know about 
Jesus. Many people who come 
regularly have never met him. 
This is our central task—to 
present him as the living Lord. 
We will not only talk about him, 
we will talk to him and we will 
practice his presence and take 
him at his word. 

Jesus went where the people 
were. We find him in synagogues 
and temples, where the throngs 
of the faithful were, but even 
more clearly we remember him 
by the seaside or sick bed, or on 
the streets. He was no stranger 
at the doorways of the poor, at 
weddings or at the feasts of the 


publicans. He organized the 
twelve and the seventy to go to 
meet the people. Why? Because 
in his day the masses of people 
were not touched by institution¬ 
alized religion. 

We must go where the people 
are, if our witnessing is to be 
effective. Our pulpits ought to 
be movable. The average 
preacher preaches to few uncon¬ 
verted people. They are not 
where he is. We wrongly 
assume that the world can be 
won within the walls of the 
church. Visitation evangelism 
provides excellent opportunities 
for witnessing to people in their 
homes, and it restores the re¬ 
sponsibility for witnessing to the 
layman. If we would win the 
masses, we must go to their 
homes. If we would win men, 
we must go into industry. We 
may present the good news in 
special services, or we will go 
as lay workmen and free mini¬ 
sters. The Catholics in some 


parts of the world are sending 
their priests into industry as 
workmen. Street and wayside 
preaching may seem repugnant 
to our sophisticated minds, but 
only because we have lost our 
passion for souls. Here is where 
the early church got its start. 
Here is where the Quakers and 
the Methodists in their early 
days touched the hearts of the 
neglected people. Today two 
well-known sects still witness 
with songs and story and tract 
on our street corners. Are we 
ashamed of the gospel? 

A third aspect of witnessing is 
confrontation. We must con¬ 
front people with the good news, 
and the confrontation must be 
winsome! The New Testament 
picture is clear. Jesus talked to 
people about God, his kingdom 
and his hopes for men. He spoke 
of repentance, rebirth, the cost 
of discipleship and of eternal 
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Aug. at, 1955.

Elizabeth G. Fry Spurred Interest 
In British Prison Reform 

^"J encan ambassador once wrote from London 
tn & t he ha< l seen the two greatest sights of the citv St 

fn a Newgate edral ^ Elizabcth Fr y reading to the p risoners 
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Elizabeth Gurney was born in 
1780, the fourth of the twelve chil¬ 
dren of John Gurney and Catherine 
Bell, who was a great-granddaugb- 
ter of Robert Barclay the early 
Quaker. Her religious life was 
awakened and quickened by the 
visit of an American Friend, Wil¬ 
liam Savery. 

At twenty she was married to 
Joseph Fry, himself a Quaker of 
wealth and standing. To them were 
born eleven children in twenty-one 
years. Their home was a happy one 
and noted for its hospitality and 
generosity. 

Enters Prison 

Early in 1813 Elizabeth Fry was 
visited by another American 
Friend, Stephen Grellet, who 
aroused her interest in the welfare 
of the women in Newgate Prison. 
The conditions she found there 
were appalling beyond descrip¬ 
tion, physically and morally. In 
those days small children accom¬ 
panied their mothers to prison and 
were the victims of the unspeak¬ 
able degradation which prevailed. 

Elizabeth Fry raised money to 
buy dollying for the women and 


children, established a school, and 
was permitted by the authorities to 
work out a system of reform, in- 
cludmg the separation of the sexes, 
the separation of the young and the 
hardened criminals, female super¬ 
vision of the women’s section 
pmon employment, and religious 
instruction. 

Seek Her Advice 
Her rank and experience soon

Rosenwald Contributed $63,000,000 
To Help the Less Fortunate 

The spirit of generosity was revealed in high degree in 
Julius Rosenwald. 

He was born in 1862 in Springfield, Ill., in a house just 
one block from the home of Abraham Lincoln. His father 
was a Jewish clothing merchant, and his mother's relatives 
likewise were engaged in the clothing business in Baltimore, 
New York and other cities. 
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At the age of 17 Julius went to 
New York where he worked for 
an uncle at a salary of five dollars 
per week. Five years later he and 
his younger brother started a store 
of their own in New York, in 1885 
they opened a store in Chicago, 
and a decade later Julius and his 
brother-in-law bought half-interest 
in the flourishing mail-order busi¬ 
ness of Sears, Roebuck and Co. 

Official of Sears 

For his one-fourth interest Julius 
paid $37,500. In 1901 he bought 
the'quarter interest of his brother- 
in-law for over a million dollars. 
From 1910 until his death in 1932 
Julius Rosenwald was president or 
chairman of the board. 

All this is a familiar story in 
American business, what is un¬ 
usual was the generous way in 
which Rosenwald gave away his 
millions. After his death it was dis¬ 
covered that in all he had contrib¬ 
uted $63,000,000 to individuals and 
causes in which he believed. And 
what was more, he raised large 
sums from his firends for these 
causes.

I just felt that you were a most kindlydisposed soul and for 
that very reason it grieved me deejply to write such a strong reac- 
-tion to your pacifistic article in the Presbyterian Life. Now with 
your kindly reply I know that you are just the kind of lovely man 
I pictured you to be. I thank you for this gracious acknowledgment. ' 

Please do not labor under the impression that I ever had the 
feeling that you did not make an honest attempt to write that arti¬ 
cle for I have always regarded you as a sincere leader. However, 
the world calls for something more important than just ’sincerity' 
and ’good-will’; it is this prior but most important quality in our 
religious leadership to which my letter with its stinging phrases 
made an attempt to set forth. 

c Por years now I have been battling the liberal,modernistic,and 
socialistic tendencies within the church and today there are a great 
many leaders who have come near the brink of Commijnism and quite a 
few who have fallen over it. When it comes to sound and solid think¬ 
ing, one cannot stand just half way in such a program. Logically,it 
is an either-or or nothing. 

Liberalism did a mighty good job over a period of time but now 
in the face of the world as we know it and human nature as it is be¬ 
ing envisioned for us such a good-will liberalism with its attendants 
has gone to seed and has nothing to contribute whatever. 

I must hold the entire group of men who have called themselves 
"pacifists" as a part and parcel of such liberalistic thpught and work. 
You men ( I want to speak kindly but must ijse rugged language ) have 
done a mighty harm to the Gospel of our Lord by tearing to shreds the 
very deep-seated lnaguage of the New Testament to get folks to accept 
your doctrines and beliefs. 

In fact,Mr.Page, your article and others from the pens of liberals 
indicate unmistakingly the fact that you have departed from the original 
simple faith of the Apostles and the Christ himself. If you would make 
a study of the New Testament on that very matter of Christian brother¬ 
hood,you would find that what most liberals are talking about is the 
fact of ’neighborship’ as set forth in the parable of the Good Samari¬ 
tan. Brotherhood implies Sonship but neighborhood does not. Our Lord 
never taught that all men are brothers but he did teach us that all 
people are our neighbors and as Christians we, must treat them with that 
in mind. 

Hitler and Stalin and all those mosters of history of whom I spoke 
are our neighbors but they surely and for certain are not my brothers 
in the Christian at all. If they are my brothers,then they are sons of 
our father. What it requires to be a son of God is clearly set forth 
in the New Testament and all such non-believers have not and do not meas¬ 
ure up to such tests in the least. 

You see the Jew and the Christian do not worship the same God at 
all for the Christian included our Lord in his conception of the god-head 
But many leaders today quite erroneously think that they can have a deep 
Christian fellowship with the Jews simply on the basis of a belief in 
the creatorhood of the one true and living God. But that is impossible 






for the God we worship is not the 
appraise our Christian Gospel as 
into the holy of holies and come 


same God at all. It is only when we 
a gospel of redemption that we enter 
to the source of real Christian thot. 


The Jew would accept and does always accept the strange and erroneous, 
doctrine of "The fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man . Ask any 
Jewish Rabbi such a question and his answer is 'yes'. But if you put 
it thisway: "The fatherhood of God through redemption in Christ toward 
the Brotherhood of Man",he will at once give a negative answer. So 
there must be something lacking in that commonly accepted phrase from 
the Christian standpoint. 

I do not ask you to respond to my challenge about a Pearl Harbor 
but it would be quite interesting to me to know how you responded as 
a pacitist to such an event. What,in your estimation,was the holy w 
of God* in that situation? Is it.God's holy will that we resist com¬ 
munism today or permit it to enslave the world? Until you bring y° 
ideas right up against such concrete situations as those.two,you have 
no chance to win the day; in fact your entire logic will fall to bits 
and pieces before you emerge from such a lively tustle. 

I could go right on and show you,if I had the time,how the paci¬ 
fist and liberalist and modernist have all mutilated our New Testament 
thought. They have attempted to banish the simple teachings and sub- 
stituted their own views as the core of words with original meanings 
which nver should be violated. 

Take E.Stanley Jones' concept of the Kingdom of God. He has laicl 
his own hands,reeking with modern poison,upon the clear teaching of the 
word of God and called this Kingdom of God a visible thing here on this 

earth. But the New Testament cleaily teaches that it is spiritual ana 

unseen and is 'righteousness and peace and joy in the holy spin . 
Jones primarily follows the socialistic line of today and has no right 
to mutilate the Gospel to bend it to his own selfish purposes.And as 
such he should not be a Christian leader nor accepted by the church in 

that light. 

And now,my dear Kirby Page, as I take it you are not a young man 
and neither am I. Both of us face the future and I want to witness to 

my Lord to you. As never before I place myself in his hands for I be¬ 

lieve in the Lord Jesus Christ as my Savior in his atoning shed blood 
upon the Cross and also believe in His bodily resurrection as my assur¬ 
ance of certainty for the future life. It is such a soul-satisfying 
thing and something which the world cannot give and,thank ^od,the world 
cannot take away. I am moving toward the morning and not the gening 
hours of life. I hope and trust that you have this abiding presence In 
your heart in these days of tension and trial of our faitn.

Jenny Lind, Famed Songstress, Found 

Art and Religion Inseparable 

; 

The singing of Jenny Lind was compared “to that of 
the archangels around the thrdne of the Almighty.* 1 ’ 

She captivated the imagination of her century as no 
other artist had done it” -~- 

Johanna Maria Lind was born in 
Sweden, in 1820 and lived until 
1887. Her voice was discovered by 
the maid of a famous dancer who 
heard her singing to her cat. Thus, 

Qpportunity was afforded for her to 
study under competent masters. 

Journeys to Paris 
Then she went to Paris as a 
pupil of Manuel Garcia, “possibly 
the greatest singing teacher who 
ever lived.” Jenny Lind possessed 
the extraordinary range of two 
octaves and three quarters, from 
B below the staff to G in the fourth 
line above it. 

At the age of 24, she made her 
debut in German opera, and dur¬ 
ing the next five years went from 
one ovation to another. Suddenly 
she abandoned opera for the con¬ 
cert and stage, where she won even 
greater acclamation. Her American 
tour (1850-52) was arranged by 
P. T, Barnum, the showman. There 
had never been anything like it, 
and nothing since has approached 
it. In Boston, the first ticket was 
purchased at auction for $625, and 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow had 
to be content with an $8 seat in 
the gallery. 

A New York newspaper likened 
her appearance there to the coming

My dear Dr. Page:- 

I am writing to you for help at the suggest- 
ion of either Herman Will or Carl Soule of the Methodist Board 
of World Peace. I do not remember which one suggested it. 

I am planning to teach a men's class at genwood Methodist 
Church just across the street from the campus. They have e- 
vinced an interest in studying the life of Christ and the hist¬ 
ory of the early Church for the coming year. I should like to 
teach, not a stereotyped factual type of history, but a func¬ 
tional type in the light of the implications of the Gospel for 
today's living. 

I have written to several sources and have gotten little 
help. Both Herman and Carl above say there is not an abundance 
of such literature.

God’s Living Letters 

by Kirby Page 


The study and enjoyment of 
birds was increased immeasur¬ 
ably by the work of John James 
Audubon. He was born in 1785 
in Haiti, his father being French 
and his mother of Creole descent. 
He was educated in France, 
where he studied art. In 1804 he 
came to Pennsylvania. Much of 
his time was spent in observing 
and drawing birds. At the age of 
twenty-three, he married Lucy 
Bakewell, and during the next 
eighteen years they lived chiefly 
in Kentucky. 

Audubon was too much of a 
naturalist to make a success of 
the drygoods business. Long ex¬ 
cursions into the wilderness and 
absorption in his painting of 
birds wrecked several business 
' enterprises. At various times he 
eked out a livelihood by teaching 
music and dancing,' portrad- 
painting, stuffing wild animals. 
So inadequate was the support 


1 provided his family, that his wife 
became a teacher and for years 
was the chief financial support 


/ 


of the family. She was in com¬ 
plete sympathy with his chief ab¬ 
sorption and gave him every en¬ 
couragement to persist in his 
ambition to complete the painting 
of the birds of America. 

His explorations and observa-- 
tions carried him to Louisiana 
and Texas, and from Florida as 
far north as Labrador. By 1926 
he had made more than four hun¬ 
dred paintings of birds which he 
knew to be excellent. Being un¬ 
able to find a publisher in Phila¬ 
delphia or New York, he sailed 
for Britain. He was befriended 
by Sir Walter Scott and elected a 
member of the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh. The King of England 
became one of his patrons. An 
engraver of great skill repro¬ 
duced the bird pictures, and they 
were published during the years 
1827-1838. Later a smaller edi¬ 
tion of “Birds of America” was 
published in the United States. 
Now more than six million boys 
and girls have enrolled in Audu¬ 
bon Junior Clubs.

Everyone is born 
with aggressions, but with much 
hard work and early condition¬ 
ing, especially if fortified with a 
strong sense of guilt, aggressions 
can be so seriously inhibited 
that a meek, milk, saint-type 
person will result. This type of 
tamed person, skidding his 
wheels while sitting harmlessly 
in a rocking chair, will never ap¬ 
peal to red-blooded young men 
and women who have aggres¬ 
sions and want to use them 
against visible enemies to the 
free spirit of man. God made 
people to be honestly forthright 
and aggressive. We have busi¬ 
ness to be done in this world, and 
if we do not do it in outward 
fashion, we will turn our ag¬ 
gressions inward, within our¬ 
selves as individuals, within the 
home, within the church. But in 
atomic-bomb fashion, the hostili¬ 
ties generated will mushroom 
into suffocating proportions, 


bursting out and wrecking the 
strongest individual, home or 
local church. 

Here has been the real prob¬ 
lem of the Brethren. We have 
believed in nonconformity, in 
isolation and actual withdrawal, 
which is a negation of the world 
and the people who are in it. 
Brethren had more fear of the 
world than faith in themselves. 
In their fear of the outside 
world, they worked on each oth¬ 
er, strove more and more for 
perfection within close quarters, 
clanned up into a closed corpo¬ 
ration, took the answers away 
from God and legislated as to 
who was worthy of the church 
and who was not. 

From this isolation we will be 
saved if we confess openly the 
fact that we have been tested 
and found wanting, asking for 
quick forgiveness so that we 
may go about with dispatch in 
an “about face” direction. There 
is something in the universe 
that abhors isolation. Closed 


corporations never live. The up¬ 
per four hundred in New York 
society has vanished; the DAR is 
struggling for breath; the world 
crisis is a gasp for the old isola¬ 
tions which die hard. The 
United Nations is trying to bring 
into the world the spirit that the 
human race is, truly, one family; 
the ecumenical movement is 
trying to foster the eternal truth 
that each needs all and all need 
each. 

The Brethren have empha¬ 
sized the text: “By their fruits 
ye shall know them.” These 
fruits in the area of good works 
to the underprivileged we have 
demonstrated out of all propor¬ 
tion to our numerical strength. 
But there are other fruits, fruits 
of the spirit, about which Jesus 
spoke: faith, forgiveness, love, 
joy, mercy. This fuller blossom¬ 
ing the Brethren may yet nour¬ 
ish by pruning away the self- 
centered pride of isolation, 
reaching out for those gifts from 
God and fellow Christians which 
will enlarge our hearts into un¬ 
derstanding and our souls into 
tenderness. This fuller blossom¬ 
ing will need the sustaining re¬ 
freshment of men of faith, in the 
pulpit and in the pew, men who, 
not because of what they say or 
do so much as because of what 
they are, become springs of joy 
from which others may renew 
their own faith. Only then will 
our local churches become a 
welcome place for the high and 
low, rich and poor, strong and 
weak, expanding in the warmth 
of an outgoing, unafraid, merci¬ 
ful people, making potent the 
evangelism upon which we are 
dependent for survival.

I F WE are to be diligent in our search for the will of God for our 
lives, we must be possessed by a strong conviction that God has a 
will, a purpose, a procedure for us to follow.

Personal because he possesses in highest degree the noblest qualities 
of human beings: love, compassion, mercy, sacrificial commitment 
to the most exalted purpose. 

A plus must be added to our thought of the Creator as personal. 
God is much more than our highest conception of him. The Unknown 
can never be understood fully by comparisons with the known. The 
wisdom and the power and the love of God transcend the limits of 
human perception. 

God is free from the frailties and limitations of human personali¬ 
ty. The Scriptures well say that even the “foolishness” of God is 
wiser than the wisdom of men. The “feebleness” of God is mightier 
than man's strength. The “wrath” of God is more forgiving than 
the love of men. 

At the heart of the universe is sheer wisdom, ultimate power, 
pure love. The universe is not chaos but the scene where fathomless 
love seeks the realization of the divinest purpose.

TIT HEN you are inclined to feel sorry for yourself, think of Helen 
y y Keller, who at nineteen months was stricken with total blind¬ 
ness and total deafness. When you are in a mood to complain 
about your lot in Hfe, reflect upon the handicaps of Helen Keller, 
whose knowledge of the exterior world came from the sense of touch 
and smell and taste. 


She was born in Alabama in 1880 and thus has lived more than 
her three score and ten years. At the age of seven she was blessed 
with the coming of Anne Sullivan to be her teacher and lifelong 
companion. 

The sense of touch became her gateway into an ever-expanding 
life. Miss Sullivan began spelling into her hand simple words. With 
infinite patience, hour after hour, day in and day out, this process 
of teaching went on. A new world opened when she was able to read 
Braille. She reads with her fingers instead of her eyes, and she listens 
with her fingers instead of her ears. 

At the age of ten, Helen was taught to speak simple words and 
then short sentences. She tells of the method used: “She passed my 
hand lightly over her face, and let me feel the position of her tongue 
and lips when she made a sound. I was eager to imitate every motion 
and in an hour had learned the six elements of speech/ 1 Practice and 
correction continued until Helen was able to make herself understood 
in speech. Years of practice, practice, enabled her to address public 
meetings. 

Miss Keller spent four years at Padcliffe College and was gradu¬ 
ated cum laude. Anne Sullivan attended classes with her, and spelled 
into her hand the lectures as they were given. Helen learned to read 
lips by placing her Angers lightly on the mouth of the one speaking. 
She reads French and German and English in Braille, and has de¬ 
voured the literature of the ages.

I have just completed my reading of your article in Presbyterian 
life Vol,6,No.12 6-13-1953,p.34 ff. With much of what you say I 

am in complete agreement but your total program in and through its 
basic erroneous assumptions is inescapably poisandd by that discred¬ 
ited doctrine of political Pacifism. 

Your article is,therefore,a mixture of attitudes and half-baked 
truths brought together in such an illogical manner that the aver¬ 
age reader concludes his task in utter confusion. I should think 
that a man of your position would make the honest attempt to lead 
your readers in a real thinking process of the problems involved. 

On the contrary you seem to be possessed of an ability to lead them 
into chaos. Thats where they end without a doubt. 

Take your No.l on page 35 as an illustration. You claim th a t the 
Russian peoples and leaders are spiritual creatures and candidates 
for "membership in the kingdom of God". Then you follow it with 
"they are children of our Rather and all of us are brothers". 

I challenge you to prove from the New Testament itself the truth 
of that last statement. I'll give you $ 25.00 if you can furnish 
such proof from this body of the holy word of God which is our author¬ 
ity. 

One can readily admit that all human beings are created by God 
but that does not solve the question at all. "Are they now the 
children of God and thus brothers?" If Hitler was a child of God, 
then one is to assume that his soul was accepted by the Lord in 
heaven after his death. The same thing can be said of Stalin and 
and all the other monsters of history,namely,that,because they are 
the children of God,the lord gave them entrance into the home pre¬ 
pared for all those who are finally faithful. 

I can see very clearly that you miss the entire point in Christian¬ 
ity in that it is a Gospel of redemption through and through. One 
becomes a child of God through the acceptance of Jesus Christ and 
his shed blood on Calvary and when he thus by faith becomes a redeem¬ 
ed child of God he becomes my brother and not before. 

Of course I presume that you overthrow the total work of Christ as 
conservative theology always has presented it and base your entire 
program upon an outright 'humanism' which two world wars have so 
thoroughly discredited. Prom the point of view of that discredited 
philosophy you can make your statement but it won't appeal to the 
average man at all. It lacks something like iron and steel; its 
too soft a doctrine all the way through. Of course the world was 
created good but it did not remain that way very long. What we are 
dealing with is the world as it came to be after the sinful act of 
man who alienated himself from the living God. But fellas like 
yourself refuse to see such a world as that. Why don't you make a 
study of the New Testament on this count and thus square your own 
thinking with basic Christian truth instead of unraveiling the gems 
from your own imagination and setting them forth as a Christian pro¬ 
gram? You've got a long ways to go before you thus square yourself 
with the Savior and the Apostle Paul. Its very easy to see in your 
entire program a setting aside of such fundamental teachings from 
the Christian sources. 
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I suppose that in the face of a Pearl Harbor you would tell folks 
to sit down and fold their hands and offer their prayers to the 
good Lord to save them from such a hell on earth. 

How silly of you to claim that the 'method of war is sinful rebell¬ 
ion against the holy will of God for us now and evermore'! Then I 
suppose that you would argue a case against the early colonies who 
went to war to win freedom from the terrible British yoke and that 
all those early patriots were committing sinful acts by waging the 
war for independence. 

I could go on and on but there is just no sense doing so at this 
time. I regard you as a very dangerous religious leader today and 
have the feeling that it is men of your views who have led our 
world to its present sorry state. Suppose you petition our gov¬ 
ernment with a request that a permit be granted you to go to Rus¬ 
sia to preach this so-called Gospel of yours to the people and the 
leaders of that land. Why not? You are the logical man to do just 
that. Perhaps you could persuade those men to change their program 
after you show them that you love them and want to exhibit your 
good-will. Maybe the world would applaud you for that act. It 
might be the time for another Henry Pord Peace Ship. What do you 
think about it? It will not hurt to try. 


I am very sorry to be forced to move you up against the wall this 
way by the use of the weapons I have employed. Only through such 
use is one able to draw the line and show the deep cleavages which 
a soft-soap liberalism has produced for America.

Susan B. Anthony 

I F YOU are looking for a^hgrp contrast to flabby and superficial 
living, fix your gaze upon Susan B. Anthony. Here was a soul 
possessed by a single idea, women should have equal rights with 
men. 

For half a century she was the organizer and director of the 
woman suffrage campaign. She laid siege to Congress and for forty 

years appeared annually before its committees. She spoke incessantly 
throughout the land. She wrote numerous articles for the press and 
carried on a voluminous correspondence with her pen, never owning 
a typewriter or employing a secretary until near the end of her career. 

The righteousness of her cause is now universally recognized and 
it is difficult for us to put ourselves in the frame of mind of her 
opponents. Yet Miss Anthony and her fellow suffragists were 
subjected to an almost unparalleled degree of abuse and vilification. 
Year after year insulting epithets of the most extreme nature were 
hurled at them from coast to coast. 

In 1871 a Seattle editor wrote concerning Miss Anthony: “She is 
a revolutionist, aiming at nothing less than the breaking up of the 
very foundation of society, and the overthrow of every social institu¬ 
tion organized for the protection of the sanctity of the altar, the family 
circle and the legitimacy of our offspring, . . . The whole plan is 
coarse, sensual and agrarian, the worst phase of French infidelity 
and communism.” The worst phase of communism! 

The truth is that Susan B. Anthony was a gentle and devout little 
Quaker lady with a passion for justice for women. Nothing could 
swerve her, not fatigue and weariness, not opposition and abuse, not 
defeat piled upon defeat. Her personality was unified in a great cause.

Rot. H. V. Nicholson, June i , Pusan, Korea 


This first shipment from Japan to Korea of 50 goats, 30 pigs 80 a hi dee ns end 
two heifers, seems to he working out O.K. You should hare seen the grand send-off 
given me at Mojil Primary shhool children, t da chess, Japanese and Korean Christians 
and newspaper men. Many photos were taken and I hope to reoeive some to send to you. 

My camera had color film in it and I hope I got some good shots. 

This 'xs a aa all 1,000 ton freighter with no room for passengers. The Captain 
slept on a couch and let ns havehis bad! Meals have been served na in the Captain’s 
room and all this at no extra charge, above freight on the animals. Besides, Msehldo 
San, Eagawa'e animal husbandryman was taken on as a new member so he could cons this 
far. Ha has been a great help with tbs animals. It reined all day yesterday and we 
reached Pusan too late to land last night so the animals have bean on board two nights and 
almost two days. 

You would have been thrilled at the publicity we got in three cities—Shimsnoski 
Mojl and Kokum, As I waited for the ship to sail I filled each day with visits to 
schools. One day I spoke to 3,700 students in five schools. There was real enthusiasm 
and as sailed a fifth grade girl made a speech and presented me with 351 Yen she had 
collected on the tfmy, I estimate that one and a half million children have read 
about the goats and Harry’s sacrificial gift far Japan. So it is vary easy to turn 
this around so that the children will want to sacrifice to help the children of Korea.

Marie Curie Won World Acclaim 
for Her Radium Discoveries 

One hundred and four honorary degrees and titles 
were bestowed upon Marie Curie, including Doctor of 
Science, Doctor of Medicine, Doctor of Philosophy, Doctor 
of Laws. ^ 

She was awarded the N obel Prize in physics and e 
Nobel Prize in chemistry. 
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Marie Sklodowska was born in 
1867 in Warsaw, Poland. After 
studying there she went to the Sar- 
bonne in Paris, where in spite of 
extreme poverty she made a bril¬ 
liant record. In 1895 she Was mar¬ 
ried to Pierre Curie, a professor of 
physics in the Paris School of In¬ 
dustrial Physics and Chemistry, 

Worked With Salts 
For her doctor’s dissertation she 
chose to work in the field of the 
invisible radiation from uranium 
salts. She discovered that the ele¬ 
ment thorium also emits these rays 
and suggested that the name radio¬ 
activity be applied to this phenom 
enon, 

Experimentation with pitchblend 
convinced her that an unknown 
element was the source and she 
settled down to the arduous task 
of isolating iL Her husband joined 
I in the analysis of tons of pitch- 
blend. In the face o l the skepticism 
of their colleagues and with poor 
equipment, they labored on for 
forty-five months until they pre¬ 
pared a decigram of pure radium, 
and announced its atomic weight 
as 225. 

Takes Physics Chair 
Upon the death of her husband 

Jewish 


in a street accident, she was ap¬ 
pointed to his chair of physics at 
the Sarbonne, being the first wom¬ 
an to hold such a position in any 
French university. In 1914 she be¬ 
came director of the Paris Institute 
of Radium. 

Eleven years before her death 
she was granted an annual pension 
of 40,000 francs by the French par¬ 
liament. She traveled the hard way 
until she reached^ the pinnacle of 
acclamation as tlie most eminent 
woman scientist of any age.

Working Alone, Bishop Ashury Planted 
Seeds of Methodism in America 

In 1771 John Wesley challenged the preachers assem¬ 
bled in annual conference in England with these words: 

“Our brothers in America call aloud for help. Who 
will go?” 


Francis Asbury rose to his feet 
and offered himself for this work 
in the new land. Momentous in¬ 
deed was this decision. 

Little Formal Schooling 
Asbury was’'born in 1745 and 
died in 1816. He received little 
schooling but served for six years 
as an apprentice in a forge. He was 
converted at 13 and began to 
preach at 16. Many times he had 
heard of the thrilling experiences 
of George Whitefield in America 
and his mind and heart were ready 
for the call which came when he 
was 26. 

When he landed in Philadelphia 
there were about 400 Methodists in 
all America. At once he plunged 
into the itinerant preaching, found¬ 
ing and nurturing churches, which 
was to consume him until the day 
of his death, 45 years later. In the 
Revolutionary War the sympathies 
of most Methodists were with Eng¬ 
land, and two years after the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence, Asbury 
was the only English Methodist 
preacher remaining in America. 

Man Without a Home 
In 1784 Wesley appointed 
Thomas Coke and Francis Asbury 
as joint superintendents in Amer¬ 
ica, and in that year the first Gen¬ 
eral Conference was held, Asbury 
being elected as the first bishop. 
From his earliest days in America, 
Asbury was a man without a home, 
renting no house, hiring no lodg¬ 
ings, making no arrangements to 
board anywhere. He never mar¬ 
ried. 

For nearly half a century he was 
literally and actually “on the road” 
in a day when often there were no

roads, ony trails through the wil¬ 
derness. He lived in the saddle, 
preaching almost every day from 
Massachusetts to Carolina to Ohio. 
The debt of American Christianity 
to Francis Asbury is beyond all 
calculation.

It was a great privilege to "be at your hone last Friday and 
to hear the stimulating discussions. It means a great deal to have ,$hi s oppor¬ 
tunity to meet with you and that group. 

One thirg I wish I had asked: The first time I ever heard 
you, on the Northwestern University campus, your subject was cooperatives. At 
that time you saw little chance of any great savings ona family's groceries, but 
you did. see the cooperative movement as a way of’life that held great promise. 

The question: Are you still as enthusiastic about cooperatives as you were then? 

I’ve been thinking about your advocacy of the John Woolman 
way of dealing wi th slavery, in contrast to the Garrison way. I’m disillusioned 
about the latter, but I’m not sure that the former was very effective on a wide 
scale. It worked far a tailor who had enough money so he could afford to leave 
his work and make trips, but it wasn't a method that could have been used by my 
father, bom rp. 1847, and veiy much opposed to slavery. Isn't there a third way, 
the William Wilberfcarce way? Becall that slavery was abolished in the British 
Empire in 1833, a generation before it was abolished in United States, and it 
was abolished largely through the efforts of one man, and no blood was shed. 

I love John Woolman for his saintliness, and I know he was effective in a limited 
area. But there is a good deal to say for Wilberforeee, too. Well, the Lord 
needs both Woolmans and Wilberforces in order to get things done. 

It i s not only wonderful to have the days at your house; we 
also have the trips over with Allan Hunter. That is something, too.

and thinking were sharply 
tested as I worshiped God and 
Jesus of Nazareth in this historic 
valley. We prayed together, 
“Thy kingdom come ,J (what 
kind of a kingdom?). We prayed, 
“Forgive us our trespasses” 
(minor or life and death ones?). 
We were admonished to let 
Christ bring peace into our 
hearts (escapism or the peace 
that comes from fighting evil). 
The Bible was lifted up to us, 
and the teachings of Jesus. Now 
the German ministers and the 
Presbyter were wonderful 
Christian hosts. They gave us 
reserved seats on the side and 
as we looked at the people, it 
struck us that the congregation 
could have passed for anyone of 
a hundred Brethren congrega¬ 
tions. But I was bombarded 
constantly by this thought: 

We German and American 
Christians killed each other. 
This preacher was a leader, high 
up. We were all taxpayers. 
When the State said, “Chris¬ 
tians, kill one another,” we 
obeyed. Where was our loyal¬ 
ty? It was to the all-powerful 
State. The early Christians 
went to the arena when the 
State commanded that which 
seemed to conflict with God’s 
commandments. 

Maybe today is different. In 
a later meeting the general told 
us terrible stories about the con¬ 
ditions in East Germany under 
the Communists. He has rela¬ 
tives there and gets direct re¬ 
ports. Maybe they won’t un¬ 
derstand anything but force, 
and rearmament. A pastor told 
me yesterday if Hitler would 
have won the war, it would have 
been dreadful for the church. 
Now, he said, we have the most 
religious freedom ever (he is a 
Baptist). We liberated Ger¬ 
many by force, if wrecking a 
country is liberating it. We 
bombed innocent women and 
children by the thousands. 
Maybe it is different today and

we must use force. But let's not 
oall it Christian and blaspheme 
Christianity . 

Our hypocrisy reeks and our 
witness goes into a tunnel when 
we bless all this military 
slaughter and we Christians par¬ 
ticipate without protest. We 
claim we are followers of the 
lowly Galilean who gave up his 
life on the cross rather than do 
violence to his persecutors. 
Half our hymns need to be re¬ 
written if we want to be intel¬ 
lectually honest. 

On our way to Schwarzenau 
we visited the lovely city of 
Marburg. In the famous castle 
(you can enter the room where 
Luther and Zwingli met for 
three days to try to put their 
two new movements together) 
we were shown a very famous 
collection of symbols of other 
religions — Buddhas, shrines, 
mummies, an elaborate collec¬ 
tion from all over the world. 
It was pointed out how one im¬ 
age, a goddess, had hands 
formed which showed fear. We 
had to smile at the many crude 


ways of worship that were 
practiced and what distorted 
ideas of God they had. Our 
Christianity today, we believe, 
is so superior. But we have to 
ask ourselves, “Will our level of 
Christianity today be honored 
and respected 500 years from 
now or also be laughed at in a 
museum?” 

We worship nationalism, ma¬ 
terialism and race superiority. 
We invented a hideous bomb to 
kill on a colossal scale. We 
roasted innocent women and 
children to death by burning 
large cities with fire bombs and 
straffed them by flying low as 
they ran for the bunkers. There 
is one piece of rubble in Kassel 
which looks the same as all the 
other acres but I learned it is 
different—much different. It 
was a Jewish synagogue. It 
was destroyed November 9, 
1938, by fire, two years before 
the beginning of the war. The 
walls were pulled down with 
bulldozers. There were many 
Jews in Kassel but they were 
liquidated. They had to wear
